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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


THE INSTITUTE DINNER 


"TT Henry Florence Hall of the R.I.B.A. building, 
its pristine gloss and glitter now softened to a 
pale splendour, formed a most effective setting for the 
Annual Dinner of the Institute on Friday evening last, 
and once again members no less than their guests must 
have been impressed by the fine quality of British 
Architecture’s headquarters and its particular suita- 
bility to the grand occasion. To dine in such surround- 
ings is a privilege, and one that may be a possible cause 
of embarrassment to the Institute, for everyone who 
has had the experience must surely wish to repeat it! 
The whole function was a notable success, from the 
moment that the President, Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, 
accompanied by the Countess of Bessborough, received 
members and guests, to the time that, nearly four hours 
later, refreshed in body and mind, diners departed their 
several ways. The speeches (a report of the dinner 
appears on page 329 of this issue) were notable for their 
excellence. Lord Maugham, as one would expect of 
a Lord High Chancellor, in proposing the R.I.B.A. and 
its Allied Societies, treated his toast with becoming 
seriousness, and hit at least one nail squarely on the 
head when he deplored the absence of sculpture and 
decorative ironwork in contemporary architecture. The 
President, replying, was appropriately expansive on the 
activities of the Institute, and all must have regretted 
to hear his remark that that was the last occasion on 
which he would “ have the honour of responding for 
the Institute as its President in its own home.” 


The speech of Mr. W. H. Ansell (hon. secretary) in 
proposing “‘ Our Guests,” was a little masterpiece—apt, 
witty, subtle, neatly comprehensive and delivered with 
the utmost effect. Characteristic of its quality was the 
gentle transition from A.R.P. to P.R.A. (Sir Edwin 
Lutyens was a very welcome guest. at the Institute’s 


board.) Sir Charles Bressey, who responded, mingled a 


pretty wit with some very sound sense on the subject of 
London planning. Altogether this was a most enjoyable 
evening that must long remain a pleasant memory to 
those who were fortunate enough to be present. 


REGISTRATION : THE NEXT STAGE ? 


ARINGDON Council’s action in refusing archi- 
tectural assistance in connection with a £95,000 


proposed housing scheme—referred to on this page last. 


week—is mentioned in a letter printed elsewhere this 
week from an architect who, in supporting our conten- 
tion that the Council have adopted the parochial rather 
than the national viewpoint, states that “the futility 
of registration of architects is forcibly illustrated when 
there is no obligation to employ an architect at all, 
even when public money is being spent.” Our corre- 
spondent suggests that “the Ministry of Health should 
be empowered to refuse to sanction housing loans 
unless the local authority has taken qualified advice on any 
building scheme involving considerable expenditure.” 

Although we do not subscribe to_our correspondent’s 
stricture on “the futility of registration,” we approve 
the inference that it is absurd that large building 
schemes should be undertaken without fully qualified 
assistance. At the same time, it must be recognised 
that in the absence of Parliamentary decree it is not 
possible for the Ministry of Health or any other authority 
to insist upon an architect being employed, though the 
Ministry does, where necessary, advocate the use in 
building schemes of “ persons of experience.” 

However we may wish to see our correspondent’s 
suggestion put into effect, it might be impolitic to press 
on too fast in this direction. Registration is in its infancy 
and has yet to justify itself in public opinion. The 
Register does not at present maintain an equal standard 


of efficiency and skill, due to the fact that up to 1933 
it was open to all persons, irrespective of professional 
qualifications, to apply for registration provided that 
they had practised as architects previous to 1931. 

That this was done at the behest of Parliament must 
not blind us to the fact that “registered architect ” is 
not yet necessarily synonymous with “ qualified archi- 
tect.” This state of affairs was, of course, anticipated, 
and it is a matter of time only before the Register is 
inevitably cleared of all but architects who add 
qualification by examination to professional skill. 


That time is not yet arrived, however, and to ask 
Parliament at the present moment to give a virtual 
monopoly of building design to registered architects— 
or, as the term after August, 1940, properly will be, 
“ architects ”—might well be to set back for a longer 
period a cause which we must all have at heart. We... 
do not doubt that the Registration Council have this 
matter well in mind and will not fail to bring it forward 
at the appropriate time. In the meantime the con- 
tinuance by all architects of high standards of conduct 
in their dealings with the public and of high standards 
also in regard to the art they serve are the best 
guarantees for future amendment in the direction 
desired. 


“THE BORDERS CASE”’ 


R. JUSTICE BENNETT delivered on Monday 

his reserved judgment in the case “ Bradford 

Third Equitable Benefit Building Society v. Borders ”’— 

a report of which is given on page 327. The importance 

of this case is that once again the question of the legality 

of security given by builders to Building Societies out of 

what are known as “ builders’ pools,” is put in question. 

The Judge, however, expressed no opinion on this point, 
because the issue had not been raised. 

In this particular case, as security for the money, 
advanced, the Building Society took both a charge on 


. the house and, as collateral security, a charge on money 


deposited with the Society by the vendor builders. On 
this matter, the findings of the Judge were that, though 
one of the Society’s rules had, in fact, been broken, what 
the Society had done: was not illegal, and did not in- 
validate the transaction. 

It has, however, been contended for some time 
past that the taking of collateral security should be a 
warranty that a building is properly constructed 
within by-law requirements, in the case of a house, 
fit for human habitation. It further seems equitable 
that a Building Society, requiring additional security for 
its loan, should be able to be sued by a purchaser as 
though the Building Society had, in fact, made direct 
representations in regard to the house. It is, of course, 
open for a Building Society truthfully to claim that the 
taking of collateral security strengthens their security, 
and hence results in making it possible for persons of 
modest means to purchase their houses who otherwise 
would be debarred from doing so. 

It is well known that under Section 91 (1) (6) of the 
Housing Act, 1936, local authorities have power to 
make advances, and to guarantee to Building Societies 
the repayment of advances. Sub-section (2) further 
provides that before granting such assistance the local 
authority must satisfy themselves that the house or 
flat will, on completion, be in all respects fit for human 
habitation. This principle should be extended and in- 
corporated in any new legislation. Such legislation 
should be to the advantage both of mortgagees and the 
Building Societies, not one at the expense of the other. 
If, as appears, legislation will ensue as a result of this 
case, the Legislature may well bear the requirements 
of the above section in mind as a model basis to work 


upon. | 
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NOTES AND NEWS 


** Portland 
Stone.”’ 


Mr. James Bone, as all are aware who 
have read his “‘ London Perambulator,” 
has a knowledge of the Metropolis that is 
extensive and peculiar, and those who 
listened-in to his broadcast on “ Portland 
Stone ’”’ on Sunday evening had a most 
enjoyable and enlightening half-hour. Mr. 
Bone must have made many of his 
Cockney listeners realise for the first time 
what, being born in the midst of it, they 
had either not noticed at all or taken as 
a matter of course—that is, the weathered 
beauty of London’s Portland stone build- 
ings. 

Having said something about the geo- 
logical formation of the stone, comment- 
ing incidentally on its content of fossilised 
sea-shells and the nice symbolism thereby 
implied for the capital of an oceanic 
empire, Mr. Bone mentioned a number of 
buildings, old and new, built with it, in- 
cluding the Banqueting Hall, St. Paul’s, 
the British Museum, the National Gal- 
lery, Broadcasting House and London 
University. The broadcast concluded with 
a recorded visit to the quarries at Port- 
land, and listeners heard the quarrymen 
at work—the noise of their hammers and 
chisels and the chanties they sing. This 
was a broadcast prepared with artistry 
and imagination. We hope to have the 
pleasure of printing the full text of it in 
an early issue. 


Holiday Camps : 
The Government’s Plans. 

Sir JoHN ANDERSON’s statement in Par- 
liament that the question of the provision 
of camps for civilian use. has recently been 
under the consideration of the Govern- 
ment, and that it has been decided to in- 
troduce legislation at an early date 
providing for the establishment of public 
corporations, profit barred — one for 
England and Wales and one for Scotland 
—which would be empowered to construct 
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and manage camps, will have been noted 
with interest. The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer has agreed to make available a 
sum of £1,000,000 with which, if Parlia- 
ment approves, a start will be made on a 
programme of 50 hutted camps, each de- 
signed to accommodate about 350. Their 
main peace-time purpose would be to 
serve as school camps to take children 
from urban areas in relays. The corpora- 
tions will be required to aim at recovering, 
in respect of the peace-time use of the 
camps, 50 per cent. of the capital—and 
also at meeting all their maintenance 
charges. 

A Bill is being drafted and will be intro- 
duced as soon as possible. Pending its 
enactment, preliminary steps are at once 
being taken for the selection of a sufficient 
number of suitable sites. We may hope 
that such camps will, as Dr. Thomas 
Adams has said, ‘“‘ be planned so as to add 
to the amenities of the countryside, and 
to achieve this object they should be pat- 
terned on the English village community 
rather than on the temporary military or 
unemployed camp.” 


Organisation of London A.R.P.: 
An Appointment. 


Mr. Harotp Scorr, Chairman of the 
Prison Commissioners, has been appointed 
to co-ordinate the organisation of A.R.P. 
services in London, and he will be able 
to approve local authorities’ general 
schemes without reference to head- 
quarters. 


Air Raid Shelters in 
Holborn. 


Ho.sorn B.C. have again considered the 
question of the provision of an under- 
ground car park and air raid shelter in 
Russell-square, and have given instruc- 
tions for the Borough Engineer and Sur- 
veyor to prepare a revised scheme for 
Russell-square on a smaller scale, and 
further schemes for the other squares in 
the borough, where possible.. 
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The R.1.B.A. 
Appeal. 

Donations and increased subscriptions 
or contributions received and promised at 
January 28, in response to the R.I.B.A.’s 
appeal for funds to reduce the Institute’s 
indebtedness, amounted to £4,406. This 
cioes not include increase of subscription 
or contributions for which no definite 
period is stated. 


The New R.I.B.A. 
Refugee Committee. 

At the R.I.B.A. Council Meeting on 
January 9, a new committee was 
appointed, of which Mr. E. C. Bewlay, 
F.R.I.B.A., has been elected chairman, to 
inquire into the whole problem of refugees 
with a view to supplying the Council with 
the information necessary to enable them 
to formulate a policy to be followed in this 
matter. 


An Exhibition of 
Road Architecture. 

Tue Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects has arranged an Exhibition of Road 
Architecture, to be held at 66, Portland- 
place, W.1, from March 30. This exhibi- 
tion should be of concern to all those 
interested in the road problem, from what- 
ever angle, as it will show the present 
difficulties and their causes, what is being 
and should be done to remedy them, point- 
ing the need for a comprehensive national 
road planning scheme as a framework for 
progressive development. It will contain 
photographs, diagrams and models from 
all over the world. ‘‘ Roads Across 
Britain,” a new and hitherto unshown 
documentary film, will be shown each day 
at 3, 4.30, 6.30 and 7.15 p.m. Admission 
is free.

Sir William Herschel’s 
House at Slough. 

Tue Minister of Health has approved an 
Order made by the Slough Town Council 
under Section 17 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932, for the preservation 
of Observatory House, Slough, on account 
of its special historic interest. The effect 
of the Order is that the buildings cannot 
be demolished without the consent of the 
Council. Observatory House was the 
residence of the Astronomer Royal, Sir 
William Herschel, discoverer of the planet 
Uranus, who dwelt there from 1786 until 
his death in 1822. He built on the lawn 
of the house in 1789 his famous 40-ft. 
telescope, at that date the biggest tele- 
scope ever erected. 


The Late Mr. 
T. M. Cappon, F.R.I.B.A. 

THE death has taken place in Dundee of 
Mr. T. M. Cappon, F.R.I.B.A. (retd.), who 
had been in practice for 43 years. 
Examples of his work included St. Mary’s 
Episcopal Church, Newport; St. Patrick’s

A Grammar School, Glasgow. 

A limited competition for the position of 
architect of the new £150,000 Hutcheson’s 
Boys’ Grammar School, which is to be 
erected on a 10-acre site near Crossmy- 
loof Station, Glasgow, is to be arranged 
by Hutcheson’s Educational Trust. 
Competition for Holiday Camps. 

The directors of the Building Centre 
have decided to organise a competition 
for designs for an ideal camp. Details of 
the conditions for the competition are 
being worked out by a committee, who are 
receiving the co-operation of various 
official bodies and organisations col- 
cerned in the question of holiday schools 
and country holidays generally. 
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Many aspects of contemporary architec- 
ture tend to remind one of similar prob- 
lems in the past which were solved by one 
or two individuals, and one constantly 
searches around for the individual of 
equal power at the present time. 


Often when I am with an architect and 
faced with some new building which we 
are criticising or praising, my mind goes 
back to the achievements of JoHN Nasu, 
who tackled many building problems suc- 
cessfully; and problems, moreover, which 
could stand as an example of what 
might be done to-day. Without ex- 
ception, I am reminded of him when 
I see a white-rendered building look- 
ing shabby, as they frequently do, be- 
cause it was Nash who used so much 
rendering on his buildings, in a way 
which to-day still remains very suc- 
cessful. It is true that the maintenance 
is quite a definite factor in cost, but it 
seems to me that if one is to render a 
building, then the method which Nash 
used is probably the only successful one, 
particularly in this country. Like the 
Adam Brothers, he had a sense of finance, 
also, which made him a supreme example 
of a man who grasped the commercial as 
well as the esthetic side of architecture. 
The Regent-street scheme was an entirely 
successful conception from the commer- 
cial point of view, and it remained as a 
successful scheme for a long time. The 
other quality about him, which is so ap- 
plicable to the problems of to-tlay, was a 
sense of town planning as opposed to the 
rather petty concern which most archi- 
tects show for one individual building. 


His conception of Carlton House Ter- 
race and Buckingham House, and _ his 
lay-out of Lower Regent-street, Regent- 
street, Portland-place and Regent’s Park. 
was One of the finest that have been put 
into practice in this country. It is true 
that men like Wren and Evetyn proposed 
large conceptions, but Nash actually 
achieved a great deal of the things 
he set out to do. His Regent’s Park 
and St. James’s Park, with the intro- 
duction in the former of a canal, which 
at the same time served both a commer- 
cial and a definitely sesthetic purpose, 
were of an order which I do not think has 
been equalled, and which, with the re- 
strictions surrounding London building, 
is not likely to be achieved again. 


* * * 


The life of Nash, which has been well 
recounted by JOHN SUMMERSON, was 
of the most complex and violent order, 
and in spite of his great success he 
died owing £40,000; and in order that his 
corpse might not be arrested he was buried 
under cover of night. This end was typical 
of his life, which was full of surprises and 
so far removed from the placid or appar- 
ently placid existence which one finds con- 
temporary architects leading. He was born 
in 1752, so that his work really can be 
ascribed to a period between the early 
and rather coarse Renaissance and the 
later and more refined rendering of that 
style. Even his appearance, which he 
described in a letter to Soang as consist- 
ing of a “‘ thick squat dwarf figure, with 
round head, snub nose, and little eyes,” 
was not in favour of his success, so that 
one must allow for a mentality well able 
to overcome certain natural setbacks and 
a good many external rebuffs. 


He actually began architecture at the 
age of 14, with Srr Rosert Taytor, who 
was a sculptor turned architect; and it 
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was during the ten years with Taylor that 
he acquired his knowledge of architec- 
ture; and on the death of his uncle 
Thomas, who left him £1,000, he began to 
practise on his own. The optimism which 
was epitomised in his life made itself 
felt from the moment of this incident, 
and his first move was to enter into specu- 
lative building; to be precise, at the cor- 
ner of Great Russell-street and Blooms- 
bury-square. At the age of 31 he went 
bankrupt, at a time when bankruptcy 
meant more than it does now. 

I say this because the affair appeared 
to be responsible for his voluntary exile 
to Wales, where he went into partnership 
with one Saxon, and eventually built up 
quite a lucrative practice. This is the 
most surprising thing about John Nash, 
that up to the age of about 60 all the 
work for which he is now known was not 
even conceived; and it was only by his 
eventual constant visits to London that 
he ultimately decided to set up shop in 
the capital, and began the work for which 
he has become so well known. 


He took into collaboration a landscape 
designer Repron, and it was this collabo- 
ration which led to so much of his work 
having a fine environment of landscape. 
From what one can gather, his biggest 
chance occurred during the time when he 
was representing the Woods and Forests 
Commission of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment; and the scheme for the develop- 
ment of Marylebon: Park, which was put 
out for open competition, resulted in 
there being only three designs submitted, 
and these by one competitor, after a per- 
iod of 16 years. Running parallel with 
this commission was a connection with 
the Prince Regent, who later became 
GeorGE IV, and the result (not surpris- 
ingly) was the choice of Nash to carry out 
the scheme. 

It was in the mind of the Prince Regent 
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that the scheme be superior to NAPOLEON’S 
ambitious development in Paris; cer- 
tainly there is a very strong similarity 
between the two grandiose building 
achievements. 

It was in the preparation of this scheme 
that a good deal of the character of Nash 
came out, and it is epitomised quite 
clearly in his method of proposing the 
Regent’s Canal. The scheme had been 
prepared by Rennie previously, but had 
been dropped; and Nash, on taking up the 
idea, was met by very strong opposition 
from various interested people, was held 
up by shortage of money and the refusal 
of tenants to live near stagnant water. 

Through a good many vicissitudes, he 
overcame these difficulties, and he fol- 
lowed the achievement by Regent-street, 
which was some sort of an attempt to link 
up the outlying Regent’s Park with the 
centre of the Metropolis. His first design 
was infinitely more ambitious than the 
scheme as it was eventually built. Again 
there was tremendous opposition, and 
once more Nash overcame most of the 
difficulties, though he amended the de- 
sign and in addition arranged for valua- 
tion and compensation to owners of the 
existing property. 

By this time he had become foremost 
designer to George IV, and we find a good 
deal of his time devoted to the designing 
of such buildings as the Pavilion at 
Brighton, which to me is one of the most 
boisterous creations in England. He was 
also responsible for the building of the 
original Buckingham Palace. It was dur- 
ing the erection of this building that 
George IV died, and the enemies of Nash, 
who had previously kept very quiet, 
came out in full force, with the result 
that he retired to a castle in the Isle of 
Wight and died, as-I have said, in 
poverty; but a poverty which, neverthe- 
less, was on a scale equal to the character 


of the man. 
* * * 


In this Diary, I seem to remember hav- 
ing said that if only one strong individual 
appeared at the present time a good deal 
of the confusion which surrounds archi- 
tecture would be eliminated simply by 
the existence of a profound example. 
John Nash was of a mental calibre which 
could successfully take on this responsi- 
bility. In looking round at contempor- 


ary designers, there does not appear to 
be even the shadow of such individuality ; 
and the tendency of our present civilisa- 
tion to negate the individual would seem 
to make it almost impossible for one such 
man to appear.

**No Architect Wanted.”’ 


To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 

S1r,—The remarks of certain Faringdon 
Rural District Councillors quoted in last 
week’s Builder respecting the employment 
of an architect for a £95,000 housing 
scheme are indicative of the attitude of 
many small councils. This popular, 
penny-wise-pound-foolish policy is harm- 
ful and dangerous to the community, and 
should be subject to stricter centralised 
control. 

I would strongly suggest that the 
Ministry of Health should be empowered 
to refuse to sanction housing loans unless 
the local authority has taken qualified 
advice on any building scheme involving 
considerable expenditure. The futility of 
registration of architects is forcibly illus- 
trated when there is no obligation to 
employ an architect at all, even when 
public money is being spent. 

I consider, too, that for an architect to 
offer his services free is of very great dis- 
service to the prestige and recognition of 
the profession. If the work of any man 
is of value to the community, then the 
community must expect to pay for it. 
What would a council think of the capa- 
bilities of an engineer who offered to de- 
sign a sewerage or road reconstruction 
scheme free of charge? 

In conclusion, I deplore the emphasis 
on external beauty, desirable as it is; the 
architect of to-day (and to-morrow) must 
pay equal attention to convenience of 
plan, economy of design and construction, 
and efficiency of services to justify his 
employment on all building work. The 
still wider aspects of good site planning 
and neighbourliness are hardly likely to 
be even considered unless an architect is 
in full control of a scheme.

Timber Construction. 
To THE EpiTor oF The Builder. 


Srr,—When the question of timber 
structure arises, we are very often met 
with a statement from the architect to 
the effect that a particular building is to 
be a permanent structure. 

There seems to be a widespread impres- 
sion that timber buildings are necessarily 
of a temporary nature, and we should like 
the opportunity of emphasising that this 
is not the case. That a well-built timber 
house will last, with low maintenance 
costs, for many decades is proved by the 





many hundreds of farmhouses, cottages, 
etc., to be found all over the country; 
more particularly in Essex, Kent and 
Sussex, where the timber tradition has 
continued to this day. 

To cite a few examples, we would men- 
tion the village church at Greenstead, 
Essex, first mentioned in history in the 
year 840, the main walls of which are 
cleft tree-trunks, set vertically on a 
wooden cill-plate, and which are still 
doing service to-day. 

Another notable example is Romney’s 
House at Hampstead, erected 1792. This 
is a framed building, and still in a perfect 
state of preservation. 

Timber has been used as a building 
material by the Swedes for some 5,000 
years and is still giving excellent service, 
many of their buildings being 200-300 years 
old. 

In the United States we have framed 
houses in timber dating back as far as 
1636, and still doing service. Surely with 
these examples before us it is wrong to 
imply that a timber building is neces- 
sarily a short-lived one.

“THE BORDERS CASE” 


Tis case, before Mr. Justice Bennett in 
the Chancery Division, was brought by the 
Bradford Third Equitable Benefit Building 
Society against Mrs. E. F. E. Borders to 
recover possession under a mortgage of a 
house at Kingsway, West Wickham, Kent, 
on the alleged grounds that at the date 
of the issue of the writ the defendant was 
three months in arrears with her repayments 
of an advance of £695 made by the society 
on the security of the mortgage deed. 

The defendant denied that her payments were 
in arrears, and counter-claimed for damages, 
alleging that she. had been wilfully misled by 
the society into the belief that the house was 
goed security for the money advanced. 

By an amendment of her statement of 
defence and counterclaim she challenged the 
validity of the mortgage deed. She alleged 
that as security for the money advanced the 
society took not merely a charge on the house, 
but also, by way of collateral security, a 
charge on money deposited with them by the 
builders from whom she purchased the house. 
Defendant contended that that was a transac- 
‘tion outside the powers of the society as pre- 
scribed by their rules and by the Building 
Societies Act. : 

Mr. R. F. Roxburgh, K.C., and Mr. M. G. 
Hewins appeared for .the society, and Mrs. 
Borders conducted her own case. 

Mr. Justice BENNETT, in delivering reserved 
judgment on Monday last, said the first 
question that he had to decide was 
whether the mortgage deed sued upon by the 
plaintiff building society was executed by 
Mrs. Borders. He had on that question read 
the evidence more than once, and compared 
the disputed signatures with the admitted 
signatures of Mrs. Borders and of her hus- 
band as guarantor, and he had come to the 
conclusion that the society had not discharged 
the burden upon them of proving that the 
deed was signed by Mrs. and Mr. Borders. 
He had no doubt that before the deed was 
executed which she admittedly did sign, Mrs. 
Borders complained of defects in her house, 
and was assured by a firm of solicitors that 
they would be remedied before the mortgage 
was enforced, and on the evidence he had no 
hesitation in believing Mrs. Borders and her 
witnesses. The building society had failed in 
proving that Mrs. Borders had executed the 
deed sued upon and the action must fail. 

As he had come to that decision, it was not 
necessary to express any opinion on the other 
grounds set up by Mrs. Borders, but as the 
case might be taken to the Court of Appeal 
he would do so. 

One question which had been raised was 
whether the transaction was invalid and un- 


enforceable because of the collateral agree- 
ment between the building society and the 
builders. Guided by the authorities and the 
language of the material section of the Build- 
ing Societies’ Act, he came to the conclusion 
that the mortgage was not beyond the powers 
of the society. 

He expressed no opinion as to the validity 
of the pooling agreement between the society 
and the builders, or on the validity of the 
collateral charges given on Mrs. Borders’ 
house, as those questions were not raised in 
the action. The rules of the society limited 
the amount the directors might advance out 
of the society’s money to such a sum as they 
thought could be recovered out of the land 
taken as security without regard to anything 
else. If, in fixing the amount, the directors 
had had regard to collateral security provided 
by a third party, they had violated the pro- 
visions of one of the rules. In his opinion the 
directors had broken a rule of the society, 
but a mere violation by the directors would 
not invalidate the transaction. 

On the question whether Mrs. Borders was 
in arrears with her mortgage payments, he 
found that she had covenanted to pay £4 4s. 
a month, and on that construction she was 
£12 12s. in arrears when the action started. 
That ground of defence failed. 

Upon the question of the counter-claim for 
damages for alleged fraudulent misrepresenta- 
tion, the evidence had satisfied him that it 
was represented that all the houses on the 
estate were inspected many times before com- 
pletion by the surveyor for the local autho- 
rity; that all the houses on which the society 
advanced money were inspected by the 
society’s surveyor before and after comple- 
tion; and that Mrs. Borders was told that 
she was advanced on the security of one of 
Morrell’s houses 95 per cent. of the purchase 
price, and that the house was made from ex- 
ceptionally good materials and put together 
by excellent workmen. 

Mrs. Borders had satisfied him that on the 
faith of those misrepresentations she was 
induced to buy the house, but in his judgment 
the claim for damages failed because she had 
not established that the building society was 
in any way responsible for the representations 
made. Mrs. Borders had proved the house 
was badly built of bad materials, but her 
counter-claim failed because she had not 
established that the building society was 
responsible for the representations made. 

His lordship accordingly dismissed both 
the action and the counter-claim with costs, 
and he told Mrs. Borders that she had the 
right to appeal from the judgment.

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CIVIC PLANNING

IV.—ROAD DESIGN. 


THovuGH the first requirement of a road 
is to meet a utilitarian purpose, we may 
ask that it meet this purpose in a seemly 
and an attractive way. Appearances mean 
something; indeed, they mean a great 
deal. The end of civic planning is not 
mere utility, though looking around us we 
see little evidence that we have attempted 
more or, indeed, that we have achieved 
as much. Civic planning at the present 
time seems to be something which has got 
out of perspective. We are apt to be satis- 
fied with the least that we can do, to 
regard a civic plan as a mere practical 
convenience, as a thing we use rather 
than as a place we live in. To put it 
another way, we think, when we think at 
all, in terms of organisation, not of 
organism. Our sense of relative values 
has gone astray. 

We should take the provision of utilities 
as a matter of course, and regard them 
as the basis of planning, not the end of 
it. I must assume that we wish to take 
some pride in the picture of our towns. 
There are towns without number that are 
difficult to be proud of, but I suggest, in 
all seriousness, that a wish to be proud 
of them, a desire to make them worthy of 
pride, is, in an urban age, a more reason- 
able ambition than the current and 
almost universal wish to get out of them. 
There is nothing wrong in the idea of a 
town, but there seems to be a good deal 
wrong in the fact of a town, as we gener- 
ally see it. At the best we can seldom 
claim that we have reached the “ utili- 
tarian basis ”’ of the civic plan. That we 
should arrive at that beginning is the first 
necessity. Only then, and on that assured 
foundation, can we construct the scene 
that shall be the nobler reason of our civic 
pride. 

I am concerned in this article, and in 
the next, mainly with the design of road- 
ways in a civic area. Before I make any 
suggestions as to what might be done with 
them, which is the purpose I have before 
me, I must first clarify the position, with 
permission and at the risk of being 
tedious, by stating, generally and in brief, 
the principal conditions that roadways, 
in relation to traffic, are required to meet.

Planning for Traffic. 
Roadways in a civic area serve, in 
general, two main purposes: they provide 

















passageway for traffic and access to build- 
ings. A well-balanced plan will provide 
for both without handicapping either for 
the benefit of the other. At the same time 
it is not to be expected that the degree of 
these two main functions will be equal 
over the whole area of the plan, and from 
this difference naturally follows a cor- 
responding difference in the design of 
roadways as circumstances may dictate. 

There is not, or should not be, such a 
thing as a standard roadway. Roadways, 
particularly those within a civic area, are 
not amenable to standardisation. There 
will, of course, be certain elements com- 
mon between them, but, like the buildings 
along them, each must be designed as may 
best meet its own requirements. 

One of the most serious faults of road 
designing in the recent past lies in the 
failure to give appropriate individual 
character to each unit of the road system; 
each has been restricted, on the whole, 
within the limit of a common stamp. 
Variation in the design of roads is as 
essential as difference in the type of traffic 
is inevitable. 


Planning for Change. 


With this condition is another factor 
which must be borne in mind. All town 
and civic plans are subject, with the pass- 
ing of the years, to some change or modifi- 
cation of their use. Planning, for that 
reason, cannot be regarded absolutely as 
a static achievement. The possibility of 
modification, to some reasonable extent, 
as circumstances may suggest, should be 
inherent in the plan. Ags a natural con- 
sequence the design of roads should in 
like degree be capable of change. But 
there is a limit to this mutability. We 
cannot be expected to provide against a 
wholesale transformation. If we are 
always looking to the future we shall 
neglect our present needs. Even s0, we 
have a responsibility beyond the moment, 
and some degree of elasticity in planning, 
and therefore in the design or form of 
roads, is essential to the maintenance of 
civic health. 

I have broadly divided the purposes of 
roads into provision for through traffic 
and service of the buildings along them. 
Within the limits of these two broad 
divisions particular requirements may 
show wide divergence. In a _ previous 
article I briefly discussed the question of 
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Figs. 1 and 2 illustrate diagrammatically a point made in the article. Fig. | 
shows two crossing roads which have each been widened by two traffic lanes 
throughout their entire length. The original form of ‘* Stop and Go ”’ crossing 


has been retained.

local traffic and the difficulties arising 
from traffic which stops. I offered some 
suggestions for dealing with the problems 
of standing vehicles. 

Through traffic may vary greatly in 
kind. It may be lightweight or heavy- 
weight; that is, it may consist chiefly 
of private cars, or mainly of com- 
mercial vehicles. It may be through 
traffic in the sense that it is travelling 
a comparatively long distance or a rela- 
tively short distance, although distinct 
from purely local traffic. 


Speed and Volume of Traffic. 

Through traffic is not necessarily fast 
traffic. In this respect its volume must 
be considered in relation to its speed. 
Speed in this connection is apt to be de- 
ceptive. It may surprise those not already 
aware of it that the greatest volume of 
moving traffic which a roadway is capable 
of holding is reached at a maximum and 
even speed of fifteen miles an hour. Above 
this speed the volume, measured by the 
quantity of traffic which passes a given 
point in a given time, decreases. This is 
due to the greater distance between 
vehicles at the higher speeds necessary for 
safety. I think ‘‘ braking distance ”’ is the 
term in use. Alternatively, if a high 
volume of traffic is not expected, allow- 
ance may be made for greater speeds. 
Again, the volumes of traffic and the con- 
sequent permissible speeds will vary at 
different times of the day. All these points 
have a direct bearing on the design of 
roads. 


Cross-roads. 

Through traffic is not always immune 
from some degree of interruption. The 
incidence of cross-roads is one of the 
most serious obstructions to the con- 
tinual flow of traffic. In _ established 
plans they invariably occur with too 
great a frequency. We may reduce their 
number, but, in doing so, we must not 
forget the proper claims of areas which 
lie behind and between the main roads. 
Ideally, in the interests of through 
traffic, we should abolish all crossings on 
main roads except at points where effi- 
cient crossing areas can be _ provided. 
Road-widening schemes have often been 
made abortive by impediments at ineffi- 
cient crossings. That is where the stop- 
pages and blockages take place. Many 
roads and streets in established towns 
and cities would still meet their purpose 
in their existing states if the money and 
effort expended, quite uselessly, on widen-

traffic requires, Its maximum speed is of 
secondary importance to its continuous 
movement. 

High speed, as I have already shown, is 
not compatible with the greatest traffic 
volume. Within the limits of a civic plan 
the need of through traffic is not high 
speed sometimes, but a moderate speed all 
the time. That, or as near to that as 
circumstances will allow, is the mark at 
which we, as planners, should direct our 
aim. 


The ‘ Clover-leaf.”’ 

A type of road crossing, which in recent 
years has been given much publicity, per- 
mitting .an- uninterrupted. flow of fast 
traffic, is that known as the ‘“‘ fly-over”’ 
or ‘‘ clover-leaf.”” The idea is too well 
known to need description. On a trunk 
road, “autobahn ” or “ state highway,” 
where high speed is obtainable and space 
not unduly difficult to come by, it unques- 
tionably has its value. Its virtue lies in 
the complete separation of the two main 
streams of traffic, with provision for con- 
nection between them. It is doubtful 
whether it is suitable for general use 
within a civic area, although under excep- 
tional circumstances we can find examples 
of its successful civic use. The city of 
Stockholm supplies an instance. But on 
the whole the “ clover-leaf”’ crossing is 
too cumbersome and, I will say, too 
mechanical a contrivance easily to take 
its place, as a general rule, within the 
structure of a civic plan. It is too much 
an affair purely of a road system un- 
related to buildings which, no less than 
the roads, go to make up the picture of a 
city or atown. That is not to say that all 
roads within a civic area must neces- 
sarily cross on one level. There are 
occasions where roads crossing at high 
and low levels may achieve, without com- 
plication of the general plan, a simplicity 
of traffic circulation. I can suggest the 
kind of thing I have in mind by mention- 
ing one eminently successful use of such a 
crossing (a London example), the high- 
level and low-level roads of Holborn 
Viaduct and _ Farringdon-street. The 
“ fly-over”’ and “fly-under” here, with 
connections between them through adja- 
cent streets, is achieved within typical 
requirements of a civic structure, without 
strain, waste, or imposition.

Scottish Housing: A Record Year. 

Tue highest yearly number of houses 
completed by local authorities in Scot- 
land was attained in 1938. During that 
year local authorities completed the 
erection of 19,160 houses, including 36 
houses of timber and 28 of concrete. This 
is an increase of approximately 44 per 
cent. over the 1937 output of 13,341. The 
previous highest output was 18,814 houses 
during the year 1935. Returns received 
by the Department of Health for Scot- 
land show that in the month of Decem- 
ber, 1938, Scottish local authorities com- 
pleted 1,633 houses, as compared with 
2,084 during the previous month and 1,223 
in December, 1937. 

On December 31, 1938, the total number 
of houses under construction by local 
authorities was 26,880, of which 1,170 were 
of timber and 218 of concrete. Since 
1919 local authorities have erected in 
Scotland 208,337 working-class houses. The 
Scottish Special Areas Housing Associa- 
tion also had under construction 542 
houses,. of which 64 were timber and 478 
of concrete. 
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THE ANNUAL DINNER 


THE Prestpent, Mr. H. 8S. Goodhart- 
Rendel, took the chair at the annual 
dinner of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, held on Friday last in the 
Henry Florence Hall, at 66, Portland- 
place, W. A large and distinguished com- 
pany was present. 


Lorp Maveuam, Lord High Chancellor, 
proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects and its Allied 
Societies,” said :— 

“There was a time not so very long ago 
when, if you wanted to see a really good 
block of flats or workmen’s buildings, or 
any other structure of that kind, it was 
necessary to go to Vienna or Stockholm, 
or some other Confinefital city. That is 
no longer true. The buildings of that 
kind in London, Liverpool, and some 
other places to-day are just as good and 
just as fine as anything that can be seen 
on the Continent of Europe.” 


The speaker said he doubted whether there 
was any other art carried on in this country 
in which there had been so much improvement 
since the days of his youth. When he first 
remembered London, nearly all the modern 
buildings were of a most distressing character. 
The history of the Institute had been one in 
which there had been a steady improvement, 
in his opinion, in the art of architecture. He 
ought to add—and he did so to show that he 
was impartial—that he did not think they had 
improved all the squares in London. He 
knew one which was not at all what it used 
to be only a few years ago, and there were 
other things which he could mention as being 
little blots, little spots upon the sun; but 
taking everything together, as you travelled 
about the country you saw new buildings 
which, in nine cases out of ten, were a vast 
improvement on the buildings which were 
erected eighty, seventy or sixty years ago. 


In conclusion, the speaker made a plea for 
the more generous use of ironwork and sculp- 
ture in large new buildings, and suggested 
that architects should pay special attention to 
the question of ventilation, particularly in 
connection with modern flats. 


The President’s Response. 


THe PREsIDENT, responding, remarked upon 
some of the points in the history of the Insti- 
tute since its very early days, when its first 
quarters were above the Cave of Harmony in 
Covent Garden. He continued: ‘‘ The year 
1938 will be long remembered by architects, 
and ought, I think, to be long remembered by 
a properly grateful public, as that in which 
the Architects Registration Bill received the 
Royal Assent and became an Act. For nearly 
eighty years our Council-has felt ‘ the impera- 
tive necessity ’—I am quoting words minuted 
in 1860—‘ that the profession should no longer 
continue to be the only one to be assumed, at 
any rate nominally, by the mere ignorant 
though bold pretender.’ Now at last, unless 
such a man is established in his boldness and 
his ignorance and his mereness by August, 
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1940, he will not be allowed to pretend. This 
ought to do a great deal, I think, for the pro- 
tection of the unwary amongst those who 
build, and indirectly ought, I think, to 
heighten the standard of our national archi- 
tecture a very great deal. 


** On the one hand, our successful efforts in 
the cause of registration, and on the other our 
library catalogue—these by themselves typify 
very happily the two sides of our Institute’s 
outlook, that upon architecture, the profes- 
sion, and that upon architecture, the art. In 
the first chapter of our centenary book, Mr. 
Gotch quotes from. the book of Ecclesiastes a 
phrase of which the two best-known English 
translations make very different sense : ‘ Rich 
men.furnished with ability ’ is the wording of 
the Authorised Version, applied to architects 
by Mr. Gotch,.who confesses, nevertheless; 
that he finds a rich architect difficult to 
imagine. ‘ Rich men in virtue studying beau- 
tifulness ’ is the wording of the version from 
the Vulgate, and I hope that an architect’s 
richness in virtue strikes everyone here as 
being the most natural thing in the world. 
Our profession is, and always has been, and 
I think always must be, made up both of men 
studying beautifulness and of those furnished 
with ability, these last being, perhaps, some- 
times only so furnished by those to whom 
they pay salaries! ”’ 


The speaker went on to say that primarily 
the Institute was a learned society, but its 
constitution was that of a professional body 
admitting none but practitioners of architec- 
ture into full membership. As such it had 
for its first duty to organise the service of 
British architects to the best national advan- 
tage, in the interests both of art and of 
material usefulness. Occasionally it had to 
remind critics that to organise a service of 
British architects to the selfish advantage of 
British architects themselves would be some- 
thing from which its pride and privilege must 
debar it. The benefits pa a by its acti- 
vities were general benefits, secured for all 
classes, and not sectional benefits secured at 
the expense of others. 


“* Those who were in control of our Institute 
during the opening years of the last war,” 
continued the President, ‘‘ have recorded how 
extreme was the difficulty of getting any of 
our offers of service attended to by any 
Government department. . . . In Sir John 
Anderson’s presence, however, it is possible 
to be entirely sincere when affirming that 
he has gained our Institute’s esteem and 
confidence in a degree that it has not in 
similar circumstances experienced before. In 
the earliest days of the crisis the Institute 
began making its national register of archi- 
tects, which when complete should provide 
each Government department with the means 
of finding the right man for the right place at 
the right time. The proposal to make this 
register has been rewarded by a definite re- 
quest to proceed with it. I only wish that we 
could tell Sir John to-night that it was 
finished. Of course, being voluntary, it is 
never ‘likely to be finished in the sense of 
being quite complete, but it is our hope that 
the resistance to filling up cards, which is 
natural in human nature, will soon have been 
sufficiently overcome for no more reminders 
to be necessary. 


The Structural A.R.P. Conference. 


“The conference which we held in this 
building on structural air raid precautions 
ante-dated the crisis by several months, and was 
only not held earlier because of the difficulty 
of obtaining certain official information. It 
has been fruitful, as it was intended to be, in 
minor conferences, lectures and other activities 
throughout the provinces, and also in the 
unflagging work of the committee here at 
headquarters. Our difficulty in such work is 
everybody’s difficulty, namely that of making 
sure that what is done does not overlap what 
is being done elsewhere, with the probable 
consequence that something else is not done 
at all. Overlapping and oversights are evils 
which co-ordination, as it is called, seeks to 
avoid, and ‘ co-ordination’ means to people 
who use words like that what ‘ planning” 
means to, the architect.’’ : 
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The speaker pointed out that the profession 
of architecture had been classed as a reserved 
occupation in the national defence classifica- 
tion, which bestowed upon them a great 
responsibility, and with that great responsi- 
bility a great honour. He was sorry to say 
that, in spite of their boasted civilisation, 
there were people who had actually put to 
him in rather a supercilious way the question 
‘* Reserved for what?” hen he had 
answered ‘‘ For organisation and foresight,”’ 
they had looked as though they thought that 
he was trying and failing to be funny; yet 
organisation and foresight were, without any 
paradox whatever, the capacities an architect 
was most thoroughly qualified to offer in his 
country’s service. The planning of a town or 
of a building was not only the pre-arrange- 
ment of streets, walls and roofs; it was a 
in a great degree the pre-arrangement of the 
movements and habits of the people who were 

oing to live in the towns and the buildings. 

lanning was always the same art, employ- 
ing the same fundamental faculties, whether 
the thing planned be a housing scheme or a 
fortnight’s holiday. Architects ought to know 
more about it than anybody else, and he 
thought that they did, though that ‘‘ more ”’ 
did not connote nearly so much as they would 
like to know. It was an endless art, in 
which human reason even yet had not en- 
tirely out-distanced the instinct of the ant 
or the bee. 

Mr. W. H. Ansetz, M.C., Hon. Secretary 
of the R.L.B.A., submitting the toast of ‘‘ Our 
Guests,’ said: ‘‘ This gathering to-night, in 
these days of strife and clamour, is an 
acknowledgment, I think, that there are other 
permanencies, other enduring essentials than 
those connected with war con the preparation 
for war, and that the erection of fine buildings 
may be a truer national monument than the 
demolition of buildings. In a few hundred 
years’ time this age of ours—who knows ?— 
may be more renowned for two cathedrals in 
Liverpool than for many of these matters 
which take up nowadays so much of our time, 
our energies and our thoughts.’’ The speaker 
concluded in witty style by likening the 
gathering to a microcosm containing within 
itself all that was necessary for the self- 
governing of some new Utopia. 

Replying, Sr Cuwartes Bressey, C.B., 
C.B.E., President of the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution, said the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution had had the great advantage of 
collaborating with the utmost friendliness 
with the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects on matters affecting A.R.P. and other 
branches of national work. Their relation- 
ship had fully borne out the earliest address 
of the Institute—The Cave of Harmony. 
They had always lived in that cave together, 
and no doubt its subterranean character would 
be of great use to them when the qrisis 
arrived! They were also taking joint action 
with regard to national registration. 

‘‘T cannot understand why any architect, 
surveyor, engineer or member of any other 
trade or calling should object to having his 
name placed in the golden book of national 
registration,’ continued the speaker. ‘‘If a 
man is an architect or a surveyor, you would 
think that the first thing that he would want 
would be to have that fact firmly, prominently 
and emphatically enrolled on some Govern- 
ment document. You can never know when 
the Government will want you, and the larger 
the print in which the fact is recorded the 
better I should have thought for everyone 
concerned. You may remember that John 
Gilpin describes himself quite definitely in the 
poem, ‘I am a linen draper bold, As all the 
world doth know.’ He was extremely proud 
of his calling, and I cannot conceive any 
reason why any architect or surveyor should 
object to having his name recorded in the 
same way as an architect or surveyor bold for 
the guidance of the Government. 

“‘Tt has always been my ambition to be a 
great patron of architecture. Sir Edwin 


Lutyens and I have driven round innumerable 
portions of London, and found very few that 
were not in need of early demolition. That is 
the way to provide scope for architectural 
ambition and architectural talent on a whole- 
sale scale—not mere buildings here and there, 
Dut the rebuilding of entire quarters. There 
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is no difficulty, as I am sure that Mr. Culpin 
knows, in selecting large quarters—miles of 
them—where the only real remedy for the 
present state of affairs is wholesale demoli- 
tion. I have nothing to do with any of the 
bombing which has been taking place lately— 
I wish to make that quite clear—but there is 
no doubt that, apart from bombing, demoli- 
tion would serve the purposes of the public 
upon a very large scale. 

“‘T hope that if any large proposals of that 
sort are seriously considered, no one will raise 
the cry of vandalism. There are very large 
quarters of London where vandalism could 
have considerable scope without any damage 
to man or beast, and I sincerely hope that an 
proposals for the remodelling of London wi 
receive quite impartial and dispassionate con- 
sideration by those who have the control and 
who have the destinies of London in their 
hands.”’ 

_Referring to the need for great town plan- 
ning improvements, the speaker. went on to 
say that it was a great pity that these large 
schemes should not be carried out while Mr. 
Culpin, a celebrated town-planner, was in 
charge of the London County Council, and he 
sincerely hoped that Mr. Culpin would not 
allow himself to be deterred by any mere 
considerations of whether the Government 
should contribute 60 per cent. or 70 per cent. 
of the cost. 

Concluding, the speaker said that it had 
been remarked on more than one occasion that 
London had reached its ultimate extension, 
and that its area ought to be reduced. He 
was not at all sure whether Englishmen, with 
their love of freedom and unrestricted action, 
were likely to approve a theory of that kind; 
but, after all, London had to adopt either a 
positive policy or a negative policy. If room 
was provided for traffic and scope was pro- 
vided for traffic, and space for an increase of 
traffic, that was a positive policy. The one 
and only alternative—and it was entirely 
irrelevant to anything which had been said 
before or to the assembly present—was to say 
that the present London was good enough for 
our forefathers and would be good enough 
for our descendants. The only reply could be 
that that was consistent only with a policy 
of restriction and traffic control. Whether 
that would be palatable to the citizens of 
London, he was not sure.

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HAMPSHIRE AND ISLE OF

ANNUAL DINNER. 


An intimation that the Channel Islands 
were now included within the area of the 
Hampshire and Isle of Wight Architectural 
Association, and that when the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects approved the draft 
re-organisation the title of the Association 
would be changed to the Southern Architec- 
tural Association, was given by Mr. A. L. 
Roberts, F.R.1.B.A., president of the Associa- 
tion, when he presided on Friday, Febru- 
ary 3, at the annual dinner of the Hampshire 
and Isle of Wight Architectural Association, 
held at the South-Western Hotel, 
Southampton. 

Mr. Roberts, who was proposing the toast 
of ‘* Local Government Authorities in Hamp- 
shire and the Isle of Wight,’’ went on to 
say that he hoped that the area might be 
extended to coincide with that of the Southern 
College of Art, a new organisation having 
interests common with their own in the matter 
of architectural education. ‘‘ When our 
reorganisation is complete, as we hope it will 
be by July 1, we shall have four Chapters 
operating in Bournemouth, Portsmouth, 
Southampton and the Channel Islands, each 
sending representatives to the main council.” 

The speaker also mentioned the employ- 
ment of architects by local authorities, and 
added : ‘‘ It is already being done by some of 
the larger, and, may I say without giving 
offence, more enlightened authorities within 
our area, and we hope that sooner or later 
the remainder will be able to follow their 
example. In the meantime, we thank the 
larger authorities who have placed architects 
in charge of their architectural work, and we 
wish to take the opportunity of telling many 
of the smaller authorities how much we 
appreciate the opportunities they have. given 
us of helping them with voluntary technical 
advice, through our panel services, in con- 
nection with the criticism of elevations under 
town and country planning.’ 

-Councittor A. H. Powprim1, Mayor of 
Southampton, replied. 

The toast of ‘‘ The Royal Institute of 
Pritish Architects and its Allied Societies ’”’ 
was proposed by the Lord Mayor of Ports- 
mouth, ALDERMAN LEONARD N. BLake. 

Mr. H. S. GoopHart-Renpex, P.R.I.B.A., 
responding, said: ‘‘The Institute and _ its 
Allied Societies have lately been growing in 
influence at a rate unprecedented in their 
history. That growth must suffer no check. 
We are still a little out of breath after the 
last stages of the struggle that has secured 
registration, but will soon have got our second 
wind to consolidate the position we have 
occupied. . . . Looking into the future, I 
foresee one danger with which my successors 
will have to cope. Learned societies must 
never be politically conducted, whereas pro- 
fessional unions are politically conducted 
almost inevitably. ... 

“‘IT hope that the tradition of personal 
independence in members of the council will 
continue as long as the Institute itself con- 
tinues. . . . Its only protection can be the 
constant recollection by every one of its mem- 
bers of the motto ‘ Each for all.’”’ 

In conclusion the speaker made reference to 
the architects’ place in the National Service 
scheme. The calling of an architect had been 
classed a ‘‘ reserved occupation.” 

‘I fancy that the case for reserving archi- 
tects and, incidentally, the case for the 
preparation we are making of an architects’ 
register, is that the trained architectural mind 
is pre-eminently the mind capable of certain 
kinds of organisation, of foresight, of 
invention, that cannot be found elsewhere.

WINNER’s Report.—The following con- 
siderations govern the accompanying

1. Each of the Girls’ and Boys’ depart- 
ments consists of asymmetrically disposed 
units which are connected on the main 
central axis established by the chestnut 
tree to form a symmetrically balanced 
plan, with all teaching rooms, assembly 
halls and administrative section facing 
sunny aspects. 

2. The building has been set on the 
site square to the main Ellesmere-road, 
and is planned without enclosed courts. 

3. Circulation is direct from pupils’ 
entrances through their respective cloak- 
rooms to the assembly halls and thence 
to the teaching departments. 

4. Supervision: The two main teaching 
blocks are so arranged that supervision 
from the central point from their inter- 
section can be obtained throughout the 
whole of each department from one point. 

5. The classrooms, are planned on the 
ground floor, with windows on the south 
side opening to the floor level and fold- 
ing back against the walls in order that 
classes can be conducted out-of-doors in 
suitable weather. The partition walls 
between classrooms project beyond the 
window line externally in order to form 
sound baffles when classes are within 
doors and when the windows are wide 
open. 

6. The cloakroom, drying-room, latrine 
and lavatory blocks are planned with 
direct cross ventilation, and are kept 
back behind open loggias on each side 
in order that they shall be shielded from 
direct sunlight. 

7. The kitchen is placed centrally so 
that it serves the girls’ assembly hall 





when this is used for dining purposes. 

8. The medical inspection room and 
room for minor ailments are placed on 
either side of the spacious entrance hall 
with direct access from Ellesmere-road. 
It is suggested that the entrance hall 
might well be used for waiting accom- 
modation for the outside children who 
attend for minor ailment treatment. 

9. The administration block faces the 
main road, each department of this being 
grouped around the central main en- 
trance; direct supervision of the children 
entering and leaving is thus obtained. 

10. Staircases: Each department has 
three staircases, each disposed in such a 
manner as to ensure adequate means of 
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escape from the upper floors of the build- 
ing in the event of emergency. 

11. In order to effect economy, the fall 
of the site from west to east has been 
utilised by dropping the floor levels of 
the classroom blocks 6 ft. below ground 
floor level of the assembly hall block, 
and the main staircases are so planned 
as to take up the difference in the ground 
floor levels and provide direct access to 
the upper floors. 

12. As an open-air type of plan was 
called for in the Conditions, the eleva- 
tions have been treated in a manner 
suitable to this type of school. At the 
same time the popular phase of 
functional modernism has been avoided. 
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COMPETITION FOR MUNICIPAL BUILDINGS), NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE. 
WINNING DESIGN: BY MESSRS. H. R. COLLINS AND A. E. GEENS, F. & A.R.I.B.A. 
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COMPETITION FOR MUNICIPAL OFFICES, NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE 


THe award in the open competition for 
new municipal buildings on the Barras 
Bridge site, Newcastle-on-Tyne, was 
declared on Wednesday evening. The 
assessor’s award is on page 325, and the 
winning design, by Messrs. H. R. Collins 
and A. E. Geens, F. & A.R.I.B.A., is now 
illustrated. Following are points from 
their report :— 

PLANNING.—In view of the magnitude 
of the scheme and the ancient traditions 
of the city the planning has been con- 
ceived on monumental lines with a 
very strict regard to constructional 
economy and an avoidance of wastefulness. 
Indeed, the whole of the office accommo- 
dation has been arranged on the thor- 
oughly modern lines which recent experi- 
ence has proved to be the most efficient 
and economical. All rooms, offices, halls, 
corridors, etc., are well lit by natural 
means, and clerestory has been given 
preference over top lighting wherever 
practicable. In this context, attention is 
directed to the method of lighting pro- 
posed for the large public hall on the 
ground floor, where all cash and rating 
transactions will take place. Daylight 
here is obtained by ample and con- 
tinuous clerestory windows at a high level 
above the public space so that an abund- 
ance of natural light will fall directly on 
the counters where it is so essential that 
the public should be able to see clearly in 
their cash transactions with the clerical 
staff. The lighting of the office space for 
clerical staff extending behind the public 
hall can easily be appreciated by refer- 
ence to the plan. 

Tue Counci. Suire.—In view of its im- 
portance the Council and Committee 
Suite has been given the key position to 
the whole design. It is wholly on the 
first floor and approached by a ceremonial 
dual staircase in stone, immediately under 
the great tower, from whence it would be 
flooded by daylight from a lofty height 
as revealed by the sections. 

The whole of the Committee Suite rooms 
are in one continuous line, flanked by 
a 9 ft. wide committee corridor. All these 


rooms are segregated and without inter- 
ference with or from the main outer cir- 
All the committee rooms face 


culation. 








east, and their windows obtain ample 
light across the 76 ft. wide interna] court- 
yard, and it is claimed that this arrange- 
ment will secure the maximum immunity 
from street and traffic noises. Again, none 
of the committee rooms, members’ room, 
etc., are built over, and thus additional 
vertical height to each of them can be 
achieved without reference to a whole 
office floor which would otherwise result 
if these rooms were placed anywhere in 
the main circulation. The principal com- 
mittee rooms may form an integral part 
of the large reception room if and when 
desired, retaining segregation of the whole 
and non-interference with the office cir- 
culation. 

The positions of the Council Chamber 
and large reception room respectively give 
to each a complete immunity from noise 
from any outside source. Their lighting 
is by very large clerestory windows. 

Because of its supreme importance the 
Lord Mayor’s Parlour has been given the 
dominant position behind the main portico 
of the west elevation, and the remainder 
of the rooms, forming the Lord Mayor’s 
and Lady Mayoress’ Suite, subtended from 
this central unit. 

A building having its masses built up 
monumentally, making restrained use of 
the modern idiom based on _ classic 
motifs, would appear to be the most 
ideally suitable for the very large civic 
building under consideration. 

The principal view of this building will 
be from the very wide open space extend- 
ing along the whole of the west elevation, 
and the grouping of the masses has been 
so arranged as to give external expression, 
and indeed emphasis, to the _ three 
dominant units in the planning—that is 
to say, the Lord Mayor’s Parlour, the 
Council Chamber and the reception room. 
The former occupying the dominant posi- 
tion under the portico with the Council 
Chamber and reception room massed up in 
symmetrical balance to right and to left 
of it as a natural extension along the 
cross axis of the building which has its 
great tower above the intersecting point 
of the main and cross axis lines of the 
whole composition. 





BLCCK PLAN OF WINNING DESIGN. 


Construction.—The form of the design 
is on the principle of the enclosed plan 
and whilst the external elevations would 
be wholly of local stone a not inconsider- 
able saving in cost may be made by fac- 
ing the internal elevations to the great 
courtyards with light, silver-grey bricks in 
harmony with the colour and texture of 
the stonework. All floors and staircases 
would be of fireproof construction. The 
floors of entrances, main staircases, main 
staircase-hall, ete., would be in dressed 
stone and all corridor floors in terrazzo. 
The floor of the reception-room would be 
in narrow oak boards supported on spiral 
springs which could be locked rigid when 
not required for dancing; the floors of 
council chamber, committee rooms, Lord 
Mayor’s suite, ete., in oak, and the re- 
mainder of the floors in rift sawn pine 
from British Columbia. 

The walls of main-entrance halls, main 
staircases, first-floor ceremonial hall, etce., 
would be lined with local stone in shallow 
rusticated courses. 

Flat roofs covered with standard rock 
asphalt on cork underlay. 

The building generally would be steel- 
framed throughout. 

The whole of the partition walls in the 
offices are designed on the equal-unit 
basis in conjunction with the structural 
steelwork and would be structurally inde- 
pendent. They would be of pumice block 
or similar construction so that depart- 
mental rearrangement could be carried 
out if and when necessary in the future 
with a minimum of disturbance. 

HEATING AND VENTILATION.—The boiler- 
house is situated slightly below basement 
level in a central position at the rear of 
the building with easy access for delivery 
of coke, etc. It is recommended that the 
boilers should be coke-fired and gravity 
fed. The boilers would work on the low- 
pressure system in conjunction with elec- 
trically driven accelerators, installed in 
the boiler-house, and the whole of the 
offices, corridors, etc., heated to a pre- 
determined temperature by panel coils 
embedded in special plaster in continua- 
tion of the plaster ceilings. 

The larger rooms, such as the council 
chamber, the reception-room, committee- 
rooms, members’-room, public rates hall, 
muniment-rooms, etc., would be venti- 
lated and heated by a special air-condi- 
tioning plant adjacent to the boiler-house 
and would form the subject of a special 
study. | 

Futurr Extensrons.—The instructions 
to competitors provide that the building 
is to be so designed as to be complete in 
its present form on all sides, but that 
proposals are to be indicated on the block 
plan only as to how a wing or wings con- 
taining approximately 50 per cent. in- 


crease of the departmental office accom-~ 


modation can be added without injury to 
the general grouping. Such proposals as 
those referred to are clearly indicated on 
the block plan and these future exten- 
sions, on a basis of 20 ft. wide depart- 
mental offices, show a total of 63,900 ft. 
sup. future office accommodation, spread 
over the ground, first and second floors. 

Estrmate or Cost. — Following is the 
estimate of eost :—

NOTTINGHAM, DERBY AND LINCOLN 
ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 


Annual Dinner. 


The annual dinner of the Nottingham, 
Derby and Lincoln Architectural Society was 
recently held at the ‘‘ Black Boy” Hotel, 
Nottingham, Mr. A. E. Eberlin, M.C., 
A.R.I.B.A., presiding. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Cities of 
Nottingham, Derby and Lincoln,’ Mr. 
EBERLIN said that with regard to the traffic 
problem in cities he hoped to see the day 
when multi-storey or underground garages 
were so dotted about the centres of cities that 
it would no longer be necessary for streets 
to be lined with cars. If private enterprise 
were not able to do this it might be necessary 
for corporations to consider ways and means. 

Responding, the Lord Mayor of Nottingham, 
ALDERMAN J. BaLDWIN, said the city owed a 
deep debt of gratitude to Nottingham archi- 
tects; the working-class houses were equal to 
any in the country, hotels in the city had im- 
proved out of all recognition, and also, if 
any city ought to be proud of its schools it 
was Nottingham. 

The Mayor of Lincoln, 
WILtcock, also responded. 

Submitting ‘‘ The R.I.B.A. and Allied 
Societies,’’ Mr. L. H. Gluckstein, M.P., men- 
tioned the capacity for detail, taste, ideas, 
tact and co-ordination of architects, and said 
he felt sure they would not abuse the mono- 
poly which had been conferred upon them by 
Parliament. 

In reply, Mr. H. S. Goopxuart-REnpeL, 
P.R.I.B.A., referred to the Architects Regis- 
tration Act, recently passed, and said that by 
its means they prevented persons with no 
appropriate qualifications whatever setting up 
as architects. The reform met with much 
opposition, due to the fear that nobody else 
would be allowed to make architectural design 
and have it carried out. 

Very little thought must convince everyone 
that in a free country such prohibition could 
never be possible. Architectural design was 
an art, and to forbid amateurs to try their 
hands at it would be an intolerable inter- 
ference with human liberty. 

They might make it obligatory that their 
designs should be presented to local authori- 
ties by qualified architects, who would be 
responsible for their execution. 

This obligation would. come into force if it 
were enacted that local authorities would only 
consider plans presented by architects, and 
there was much that could be said in favour 
of such an enactment, although he doubted 
the likelihood of it being made for some 
time yet. 

The speaker concluded by saying that they 
could not blind themselves to the possibility 
of war, and if that misfortune should arrive 
they would have new and unfamiliar tasks to 
face. The register of architects should guide 
the right man to the right job. 

Mr. Cyr F. W. Hasetpine. F.R.I.B.A.. 
proposed the toast of ‘‘ The Guests,’’ and 
Mr. Stanrey BiyTHEN responded. 


CouncrLtor H. 
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LONDON AND HOME COUNTIES DINNER. 

Some of the problems confronting the archi- 
tectural and surveying professions were men- 
tioned on Friday, February 10, by Mr. W. E. 
Cross, F.I.A.A., F.R.1.B.A., Chairman of the 
London and Home Counties Branch of the 
Incorporated Association of Architects and 
Surveyors, when he presided at the annual 
dinner and dance of the Branch at the Park- 
lane Hotel, London. 

‘**T am sure,”’ said Mr. Cross, “‘ that there 
will be little disagreement with my statement 
that the future presents many problems to the 
architect and surveyor. One of the important 
matters under examination by this Branch is 
to ensure that architects and surveyors shall 
have a greater share in the production of 
building work throughout the country. The 
time is ripe for legislation to ensure the 
co-operation of architects and surveyors in 
all building work. The fact that only approxi- 
mately 10 to 15 per cent. of the building work 
in this country since the war has been con- 
trolled by qualified architects and surveyors 
is more serious than deplorable.” 

As they were registered and observed pro- 
fessional codes, the speaker continued, then 
a little more legislation was necessary to 
endeavour to obtain a statutory minimum 
scale of fees. 

It was also time to see that circumstances 
did not continue to force architects and sur- 
veyors out of private practice to seek shelter 
in Government and municipal offices, with the 
consequent loss of freedom and individualistic 
thought. All public works costing £5,000 or 
over should be work for the private practi- 
tioner, in competition or otherwise. 

Turning to the subject of A.R.P., the 
speaker said that the time was not far distant 
when the majority of large towns and centres 
would be by-passed underground as well as 
overground in order to ensure greater safety 
in normal times and to provide shelters. 

Concluding, the speaker mentioned the work 
of the A.R.P. Committee of the Association, 
under the chairmanship of Sir Charles Allom, 
and added that when the work of the com- 
mittee was well under way he hoped it would 
be of service to the Government. 

Mr. R. Browne, F.I.A.A., proposed the 
toast of ‘‘ The Guests,’’ and Mr. A. J. Caney, 
A.I.A.A., responded. 

Atperman A. T. Pree, O.B.E., J.P., sub- 
mitting the toast of ‘‘ The Branch,”’ said that 
one of the great difficulties facing architects 
and surveyors to-day was that they had to 
contend with clients whose one test for any 
piece of work done by an architect or sur- 
veyor was the test of commercialism. He had 
often wondered why the whole test of a build- 
ing should be based on a financial formula. 

During the evening presentations were made 
to Mr. Basil G. Abrahams and Mr. C. E. 
Randall Clarke, the retiring Hon. Secretary 
and Hon. Assistant Secretary respectively of 
the Branch. 

Mr. E. W. Brown. the immediate past- 
chairman of the Branch, said that the com- 
mittee and the Branch felt that they owed 
a deep debt of gratitude to Mr. Abrahams 
and Mr. Clarke. Their services had always 
been most generously given. The thanks of 
the Branch were due to Mr. B. H. Stock, 
who was taking over the duties of Hon. Secre- 
tary. 

The presentations were made to Mr. 
Abrahams and Mr. Clarke by the Chairman, 
and Mr. Aspranams returned thanks. 

Among those present were Sir Charles 
Allom, and Messrs. G. P. Catchpole, V. S.

PART VIII.—MISCELLANEOUS (continued). 
The Measurement of Window Area. 

PaRaGRAPH (6) of by-law No. 149 defines 
the expression “superficial area’’ in 
relation to any window as “ the total clear 
superficial area of the glass exclusive of 
any frames, sash-bars or other obstruction 
to the light.”” But for slight verbal modi- 
fication this definition coincides with that 
of Section 76 (3) of the London Building 
Act, 1930. 

The definition is evidently designed to 
ensure that the full lighting area equal to 
one-tenth of the floor area shall be ob- 
tained. It should be noted that the term 
“‘ superficial area ”’ is not employed in con- 
nection with the required area of opening 
for ventilation, the wording of this by-law 
in that respect requiring that “‘ the win- 
dows can, to an extent at least equal in 
the aggregate to one-twentieth of the said 
floor, be opened,’’ etc., which admits of 
the commonsense interpretation that, 
whereas sash frames must not be counted 
in with the area required to admit light, 
when the window is open they do not im- 
pede the ventilation and the only thing 
that matters is the extent of the actual 
opening. 

The use in the by-law of the expression 
“area of the glass’ in lieu of the phrase 
in Section 76 of the Act, ‘‘ area of the 
window,’ might prove unintentionally re- 
strictive where, for special reasons, an un- 
glazed space is required at the top of the 
window in order to ensure permanent 
ventilation. Under the strict interpreta- 
tion of the new wording, such space would 
not rank as window. 


Auxiliary Ventilation. 

For the purposes of ventilation, by-law 
No. 149 requires every room used as an 
office or for habitation to be provided, in 
addition to the window or windows, with 
a ventilating system or a fireplace or an 
aperture or air-shaft. 

The reference to a ventilation system is 
new, and is couched in the terms: ‘“ ven- 


tilated by means of a _ ventilation 
system installed in the building of 
which such room forms part,’ and 


evidently relates to a complete mechani- 
cal system of ventilation. : 

A fireplace, in order to comply with the 
requirement, must be connected with a 
flue at least 7} inches across in every 
direction. 

Where an aperture or an air shaft is 
used for the purpose of auxiliary ventila- 
tion, it must either communicate directly 
with the open air, when the minimum 
area is required to be 50 sq. in., or with a 
lobby or corridor which in turn is venti- 
lated directly into the open air, in which 
case the area of the opening or shaft is 
required to be not less than 100 sq. in. 

In this connection, it should be borne 
in mind that the London County Council’s 
Sanitary By-laws require aerial disconnec- 
tion between a water-closet or urinal and 
any room used for human habitation or 
as a scullery, schoolroom, office, factory, 
workshop, workplace, or for the manufac- 
ture, preparation, storage or sale of food or 
drink for man or as a public room. If such 
water-closet or urinal open direct on to the 
lobby or corridor, then the provision of 
the aperture opening into such lobby or 
corridor might be considered as a contra- 
vention of the requirement of the Sanitary 
by-law in respect of aerial disconnection. 

The by-law includes a proviso to the 
effect that when the room in question 





is fitted with a domestic gas-fire the 
flue of which is not more than 30 ft. in 
height, the area of such flue may be taken 
into account in determining the area of 
the opening or shaft required. 

While the provision of permanent aper- 
tures or gratings to habitable rooms with- 
out fireplaces has been commonly re- 
quired by local by-laws outside the Lon- 
don Area, its application to London build- 
ings is here made for the first time. 


The Discretion of the District Surveyor. 

It was pointed out, in discussing the re- 
quirement that windows should open into 
the open air, that doubt might arise 
owing to the lack of definition as regards 
the extent of the open air. 

Paragraph (7) of by-law No. 149 appears 
to refer to the possibility of such a diffi- 
culty (as regards the function of the 
windows to ventilate) by requiring that 
where the room in question is so situated 
that “‘ natural ventilation cannot in the 
opinion of the district surveyor be pro- 
vided, other additional ventilation shall 
be provided.” 

The wording of this paragraph cannot 
be credited with the perspicuity which 
characterises most of the by-laws in this 
Part. It is noticeable that the paragraph 
refers not to ‘‘ adequate ventilation ’”’ nor 
“proper ventilation” but absolutely 
where natural ventilation cannot be pro- 
vided. It would appear from this that 
reference was made to a room so situated 
as to render it impossible to provide 
ventilation by windows, were it not for 
the fact that the ensuing requirement is 
the provision of ‘‘ other additional means 
of ventilation,’ and if there were no 
natural ventilation the ‘‘ other means ’”’ 
could not be ‘‘ additional ”’ to it. 

The other means than natural ventila- 
tion is, of course, mechanical ventilation, 
and in fact the paragraph goes on to 
specify the rate of air change required on 
the basis of floor area or alternatively on 
the number of the occupants of the room, 
and here again difficulties arise. 

In the first place, most properly con- 
trolled mechanical systems of ventilation 
require, for their satisfactory functioning, 
that all the windows should be kept 
closed; in which case it would not be 
‘** additional means of ventilation.” 

The second difficulty is in the admini- 
stration of the alternative requirement re- 
lating to the air change on a basis of the 
number of occupants. Assuming that the 
number to be taken is a number to be 
submitted by the builder as coming within 
the requirements of Section 161 (2) of the 
London Building Act, and even assuming 
that, in the event of that number being 
exceeded, it could be held that ‘“‘ the 
safety of persons occupying the building 
was affected’ thereby, within the mean- 
ing of Section 2 (2) of the London Build- 
ing Act (Amendment) Act, 1935, it is diffi- 
cult to conceive how the district surveyor 
is expected to administer this part of the 
by-law. In any case, any infringements 
as regards number of occupants would be 
practically beyond detection. 

To summarise, it may safely he said 
that the intention of paragraph (7) of by- 
law No. 149 is, broadly, to invest the dis- 
trict surveyor with some sort of dis- 
cretionary powers in order to provide for 
the case of a room intended to be used as 
an office or for habitation where owing to 
the situation or surroundings, ventilation 
cannot be obtained by natural means. 
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The requirement does not stop there, 
however, but proceeds to lay down a 
standard of ventilation which is unfor- 
tunately definitely indefinite, involving 
a relationship between the rate of air 
supply (which might be computed with 
the aid of an anemometer) on the one 
hand and on the other an imaginary num- 
ber of persons who, at some future time, 
may be the occupants of the room. 


Ventilation of Wood Floors. 

Section 70 (1) (d) of the London Build- 
ing Act, 1894, required that in a dwelling- 
house every basement room having a 
wooden floor, other than a floor con- 
structed of wood bedded on concrete, 
should have a sufficient space between the 
ground and the floor surfaces to admit of 
ventilation by means of air bricks or 
otherwise. 

The section referred to of the Act of 
1894 was repeated (with slight verbal 
modification) in Section 75 (2) of the Act 
of 1930. The requirements were, there- 
fore, operative until the new by-laws 
came into force. Up to that time London 
does not appear to have had any build- 
ing laws (other than those partial require- 
ments in respect of basements) aimed 
directly at the prevention of dampness 
and dry rot in floors. 

In comparison with the previously 
existing state of things in this respect, 
paragraph (2) of by-law No. 141 appears 
to achieve a great advancement, by re- 
quiring all hollow wood floors, where they 
are next the ground, to have a clear 
space of 6in. below the joists for venti- 
lation, and moreover for that space to 
be ventilated to the open air to the satis- 
faction of the district surveyor. 

The operation of these requirements, 
however, is limited, for some reason, 
to the floors of rooms used for the pur- 
poses of ‘‘an office, factory, workshop, 
or workroom or for habitation.” It is 
still permissible, therefore, to construct 
the floor of a stockroom or a warehouse, 
for instance, in a manner conducive to 
dry rot notwithstanding (as will be seen 
later when considering the new “‘ Timber 
By-laws ”’) that the permissible stresses in 
timber specified by the London County 
Council are based on the assumption that 
the material in question is sound and of 
a limited moisture content. 

The foregoing requirements of by-law 
No. 141 (2), with a view to ensuring a 
free circulation of air under the floors 
named therein, are augmented by the 
further requirement that the bottoms of 
all internal walls (other than party walls 
and party partitions) shall, where they 
come within the ventilation space, be per- 
forated to the satisfaction of the district 
surveyor. 


Habitation of Rooms not complying with 
By-laws. 

By-law No. 141 (5) prohibits the habita- 
tion of any room constructed after 1894 
and contravening the requirements of by- 
laws Nos. 141 and 149—that is, as regards 
height, lighting, ventilation and, in the 
case of a room adjacent to a garage or 
stable, as regards separation. 

This prohibition is subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 233 of the Act of 1930, 
under which, if the construction were 
prior to that Act and was in compliance 
with the law in force at the time, the 
room was to be deemed to comply with 
the provisions of the Act of 1930. 

The incorporation of Section 233 in the 
Act of 1930 served to save existing build- 
ings from the effect of retrospection of 
any new requirements in that Act. As 
a matter of fact, as far as height of rooms, 
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lighting and ventilation were concerned 
there was little or no difference between 
the requirements of 1930 and those of 1894. 

The question naturally presents itself— 
what is there to prevent the new require- 
ments of the present by-laws operating 
retrospectively on buildings constructed 


in the period 1930 to 1938? For instance, 
in the event of a habitable room having 
been constructed in 1931 without any 
fireplace, ventilator or mechanical venti- 
lation, what is there to prevent the 
district surveyor’s demanding the cessa- 
tion of habitation subject to the neces- 
sary structural alterations to bring the 
room in conformity with the new by- 
laws ? 

This contingency has been provided 
for in Section 10 (2) of the London Build- 
ing Act (Amendment) Act, 1935. That 
section operates on Section 233 of the 
Act of 1930 by continuing the period of 
its protection of any building from re- 
trospection to the date of the coming 
into operation of any by-laws made in 
pursuance of the Act of 1935. 

This fact is not made plain in the read- 
ing of the by-laws alone. As far as the 
erdinary building public is concerned 
the effect of the by-law No. 141 (5) would 
have been made clear if the exemption 
from its operation by reference to Section 
233 of the principal Act could have been 
extended to a reference to Section 10 of 
the Act of 1935. Legally, however, the 
omission. of any such reference to the 
Act of 1935 has no real significance since 
the provision is there in the Act, and 
therefore overrides anything expressed 
in, or to be inferred from, any by-law.

ACTION BY ARCHITECT TO ENFORCE 
AN AWARD. 


CHANCERY DrvIsIon. 
Before Mr. Justice Srmonps. 


Crane v. Hegeman-Harris (Inc.). 
This was an action by Mr. Charles Howard 
Crane, an architect, of Romney House, 
Marsham-street, London, S.W., against 
Messrs. Hegeman-Harris (Incorporated), of 
the U.S.A. and Charles-street, Westminster, 
to enforce an award of £16,430, plus interest 
and costs, made in his favour against the 
defendants by Mr. Roland Oliver (now Mr. 
Justice Oliver) sitting as arbitrator. 

The dispute arose in connection with the 
erection and construction of the new Earl’s 
Court Exhibition Buildings by the defendants, 
who employed the plaintiff, Mr. Crane, as the 
architect. 

The defendants’ case was that their contract 
with the plaintiff upon which the award was 
based did not embody the true intentions of 
the parties, and they counter-claimed for 
rectification of the contract and a declaration 
that the award was null and void. 

It appeared that under a contract with 
Earl’s Court, Ltd., the Hegeman-Harris (Co. 
were to receive a fixed fee or charge of 
£140,000 for the building work. Out of the 
first £70,000 paid to the company, Mr. Crane 
received a minimum fee of £13,000, and the 
dispute that had arisen concerned the basis 
upon which he was to get additional 
remuneration out of the second £70,000. 

His lordship, after a hearing which lasted 
several days, in a considered judgment, held 
that the deferidants were entitled to have the 
agreement rectified and the award declared 
null and void. 

In the course of his judgment he said that 
Mr. Crane was extremely unwilling to be 
employed by the contractors and mot by the 
building owners, as he thought it was not in 
accord with the dignity of his profession, but 
it was a position into which he was forced. 
He (his lordship) was satisfied on the evidence 
that the written contract upon which the 
award was based did not represent the true

consensus of the parties and that the 
plaintiff's contingent remuneration was 
dependent upon ‘‘ over-run’”’ or the second 
£70,000 being eaten into. Under these cir- 
cumstances the defendants were entitled to 
succeed. 

Judgment was entered accordingly. 


CONTRACTORS’ ALLEGED LIABILITY FOR 
ACCIDENT TO ELECTRICIAN AT OLD 
BAILEY. 
Court or APPEAL. 
Before Lorps Justices SLEssER, 
and Du Parca. 


Bigny v. the Corporation of the City of 
London (F. H. Wheeler and Co., Ltd., 
Third Parties). 

In this case Messrs. F. H. Wheeler and Co., 
Ltd., electrical contractors, 39, Victoria-street, 
London, S.W., appealed from the judgment 
of Mr. Justice Hawke in the King’s Bench 
Division holding them liable to indemnify the 
City Corporation for the damages of £1,500 
which it had agreed to pay the plaintiff, Mr. 
Alfred H. Bigny, an electrician, for personal 
injuries he sustained in September, 1936, 
while working for the appellants at the Central 

Criminal Court, and £105 agreed costs. 

(The case was reported in The Builder of 
May 27, 1938.) ; 

On the day in question Mr. Bigny fell 
72 feet from a ventilating shaft in the build- 
ing, sustaining very serious personal injuries. 
Messrs. Wheeler and Co. at the time were 
engaged in completing for the Corporation an 
installation which another firm of electrical 
contractors had commenced under a contract 
with the Corporation, but which the Corpora- 
tion had, under the powers of the contract, 
cancelled owing to those contractors having 
failed to complete the work within the speci- 
fied or contract time. At the time of the 
accident no formal contract under seal had 
been entered into between the Corporation 
and Messrs. Wheeler and Co., and the latter, 
while admitting that most of the terms and 
conditions contained in the contract between 
the Corporation and the former contractors 
could be implied into the new or interim 
contract, alleged that in the circumstances 
the one as to indemnification could not. They 
further contended that the Corporation ought 
not to have compromised the claim with Mr. 
Bigny, whom, they alleged, had been guilty 
of contributory negligence in going where he 
was warned not to go. 

Mr. Justice Hawke held that the general 
conditions contained in the contract between 
the Corporation and the former contractors 
formed part of the contract between the Cor- 
poration and Messrs. Wheeler and Co., and 
although at the time of the accident there was 
no contract under seal, there was such an 
agreement between the parties. The contract 
provided that the contractors should keep the 
proprietors, viz., the Corporation, insured 
against all liability, and there was an express 
contract of indemnity under the contract. He 
found that the terms of settlement which the 
Corporation had made with Mr. Bigny were, 
in the circumstances, reasonable and that it 
was entitled to be thdemnified in regard to 
the agreed damages and costs by Messrs. 
Wheeler and Co. who now appealed from that 
result. 

At the conclusion of the arguments of 
counsel the Lords Justices decided to send 
the case to a Referee and set aside the order 
of Mr. Justice Hawke awarding the appellants 
the costs of the appeal and leaving the costs 
of the inquiry before the Referee to him. 

On behalf of the City Corporation, leave 
to appeal to the House of Lords was granted. 


RAILWAY SIGNALLING PATENT 
LITIGATION. 

CHANCERY DrvisIon. 
Before Mr. Justice Morton. 

General Railway Signal Co., Ltd. v.° 
Westinghouse Brake and Signal Co., Ltd. 

His lordship, after a hearing lasting 38 
days, delivered a considered judgment in this 
action, which was brought by the General 
Railway Signal Co., Ltd., of Australia House, 
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Strand, W.C., against the Westinghouse Brake 
and Signal Co., Ltd., of York-road, King’s 
Cross, N., to recover damages (and the usual 
ancillary relief in a patent action) for the 
alleged infringement of plaintiffs’ letters 
patent No. 268,822, dated August 6, 1925, 
for an invention entitled ‘‘ Improvements 
relating to signalling and power-operated 
switch systems for railways.’’ 

The plaintiffs’ case was that the defendants 
had, by reason of a system of signalling which 
they installed in 1932-1933 between Wembley 
Park and Stanmore, on the Metropolitan Rail- 
way, infringed their patent. 

The defendants denied the infringement 
alleged and pleaded (inter alia) that the 
plaintiffs’ patent was invalid by reason of 
prior publication and general common know- 
ledge, and also on the ground that their com- 
plete specification, being ambiguous and 
obscure, did not sufficiently define the nature 
of the monopoly they claimed. 

His lordship, in a long, elaborate, written 
judgment, after dealing with the highly tech- 
nical questions involved, held that. the plain- 
tiffs had not established that the defendants 
had infringed their patent, and for that reason 
he dismissed the action with costs. 

Mr. Lionel Heald, K.C., Mr. Graham and 
Mr. Carroll appeared for the plaintiffs; and 
Sir Stafford Cripps, K.C., Mr. Kenneth Swan, 
K.C., and Mr. Bliss for the defendants. 

Dr. Robinson assisted the Judge on the 
electrical technical points involved in the case. 


INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH 
IN 1937-38 


Annual Report. 

Tue Annual Report of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research for the year 
1937-8 has just been published (H.M. Station- 
ery Office, 5s. net. Cmd. No. 5,927). Among 
the subjects dealt with in the Report is that 
of the prevention of noise, the Report stating 
that much work has been carried out at the 
National Physical Laboratory, including the 
measurement and anaylsis of noise in factories, 
offices and other buildings. In the field of 
architectural acoustics work has continued 
with the Building Research Station on the 
transmission of sound through walls, floors and 
building members. Experiments have been 
made in a reinforced concrete building to 
determine the extent to which sound is trans- 
mitted from room to room otherwise than 
directly through a partition or floor. The 
flanking wall plays a considerable part in the 
transmission of sound, and there comes a stage 
at which improvements in the sound- 
insulating value of the partition alone pro- 
duces little effect upon the insulation between 
rooms. A study has also been made of 
methods of preventing sound transmission 
along water pipes; experiments made in the 
Laboratory have shown that the insertion 
of a small length of flexible tubing in the 
water system, preferably close to the source 
of sound, affords appreciable insulation against 
noises arising from circulating pumps and 
hissing taps. 

In the iron and steel industry, the Report 
states, the Industrial Research Council of the 
British Iron and Steel Federation is approved 
by the Department for grant under the 
research association scheme. Its work came 
under review during the year by the Depart- 
ment’s Advisory Council, whose chairman is 
Lord Riverdale. Work on the production of 
materials for light-weight concrete produced 
by ‘‘ foaming ”’ blast furnace slag, previously 
unsaleable, has been completed. The pro- 
duction of materials for heavier concrete from 
air-cooled slag is now being investigated. 
Under the Talvaclhies Research Association, 
investigations have been made on bricks taken 
from the linings of blast furnaces. The 
deterioration occurring at different zones of a 
furnace due to the action of carbon monoxide, 
alkali salts, zinc and lead compounds, etc., 
has been examined. The results have indicated 
methods of producing fire bricks which are 
resistant to the action of carbon monoxide. 
Suggestions have also been made regarding 
the composition of cements for joints between 
bricks in the various zones,

OBLIGATIONS AND 
LIABILITIES—XIX

“ALLOW” AND “ PROVIDE.” 


THE interpretation to be put upon a written 
building or engineering contract, when any 
question arises as to its construction, is for 
the Court; or, where there is an arbitration 
clause, for the arbitrator. Similarly, the 
final decision as to any question of the exist- 
ence of a custom affecting obligations under 
the contract rests with the Court, or an arbi- 
trator, as the case may be. 

Custom, when clearly established, is usually 
accepted as confirmatory evidence; and, in 
order to establish it, parole evidence will be 
accepted to confirm the existence of the custom 
in the trade, and.in a particular locality, 
where the custom suggests a different mean- 
ing of the words found in the contract 
documents. 

It follows that a contractor should satisfy 
himself as to the intentions as expressed in 
the documents upon which he bases his tender. 
Especiaily does this apply to technical words, 
for in law they must be given their ordinary 
technical meaning and the meaning given 
them by custom; and in every instance it is 
presumed that the parties to the contract 
meant only that what is reasonable should be 
enforced as between each other. 

In tendering, the contractor relies mainly 
on the bills of quantities, for he knows that 
when they form part of the contract they 
represent what he has contracted to do. It 
follows that every item which is likely to cost 
a penny must be ‘‘ taken off’’ and appear in 
the bills of quantities so that the contractor 
may be given an opportunity of pricing it. 
If an item costing him any money is omitted, 
he is entitled to an ‘‘extra’’ for doing the 
work it entails. 

Technical words are used in great numbers, 
all of which, by custom, and because of his 
training, the contractor is mostly familiar 
with. Some words are defined in the con- 
ditions of contract or in the preliminaries of 
the various bills forming the quantities. In 
some instances words are used _ indiscrimi- 
nately, e.g., the words ‘“‘allow’”’ and “‘ pro- 
vide,’ and if no explanation of them is given 
much confusion may arise. 

The word ‘‘ allow ”’ is generally accepted to 
mean that the item which follows is to be 
under the control of the contractor. That is 
to say, he gets the price put to the item as 
part of his lump sum_price—whatever it 
costs him to perform, and whether he is called 
upon to do the work or not; just in the same 
way as he obtains, in his lump-sum price, the 
amount put to the rods of brickwork or like 
items as shown in the bill of quantities. Of 
course, when there is a power given to the 
architect or engineer to vary the contract, 
that power is applicable to items prefaced by 
the word ‘‘allow,’”’ just as it is to items of 
brickwork, ete. 

The word “ provide’”’ placed to an item in 
the bills of quantities denotes, however, that 
the item is under the control of the archi- 
tect or engineer appointed for the work con- 
templated by the contract, and the item is 
treated similarly to a prime cost or provisional 
item—that is to say, a prime-cost item is put 
into the contract and in contemplation that it 
will be carried out by somebody other than 
the contractor himself; and that where it is 
a provisional item it will be let to a sub- 
contractor; or, where the contractor himself 
does the work under the item, that it will be 
measured or paid for on the basis given in 
the description of the item and its price as 
appearing in the bills of quantities. 

An example of the use of the word 
“‘ allow”? may appear as “allow for clearing 
site of all buildings now upon it.’”’ This 
would mean ‘that the contractor must do the 
work however much or however little it costs 
him. . 
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An example of the use of the word “ pro- 
vide”’ is, ‘‘ provide the sum of £50 for sani- 
tary fittings.” This means that the sum 
named is entirely under the control and dis- 
posal of the architect or engineer, to be spent 
as they direct, and generally in payment to a 
supplier of the goods. 

Works on foundation or drainage works 
are often for convenience ‘‘ measured ’”’ pro- 
visional,’”’ in order to give the contractor 
tendering an idea of the amount of work to 
be done and so that he may price it. Such 
work as is in fact done, and, when done, is 
measured and paid for according to the 
description and prices appearing in the pro- 
visional items in the bills of quantities.

THE POSITION OF THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 


‘THE position of the building industry 
shows virtually no change on the month, the 
increase in unemployment in December being 
approximately that to be expected on account 
of normal seasonal influences,’’ states the 
current issue of the ‘‘ Building Industries 
Survey,’’ published by the Building Industries 
National Council, 85, Gloucester-place, 
London, W.1. The outlook for 1939 indicates 
a further decline in private work to which 
the industry has hitherto looked for the bulk 
of its demand. Indeed, it could hardly be 
otherwise in view of the prevailing political 
uncertainty and the absence of any scheme of 
compensation relieving the private owner of 
the burden of war risk. The industry cannot, 
therefore, look to an increase in public expen- 
diture on building work, particularly in con- 
nection with the armament programme, to 
compensate for this decline and maintain its 
resources in employment. 

Building plans approved during 1938, which 
include the indirect but not the direct effects 
of the armament programme, amounted to 
£97 million, compared with £111 million in 
1937 and £117 million in 1936. The figure is 
slightly in excess of that for 1934. Plans for 
houses amounted to £60 million, less than the 
1933 total, compared with £88 million in 1937 
and £75 million in 1936. 

The position of public works contracting 
has been adversely influenced by weather con- 
ditions, but the underlying tendency is still 
favourable. The outlook depends in part on 
the extent to which the industry is utilised 
in connection with air-raid precautions. 

The position of the materials industries 
depends mainly on the market on which they 
chiefly rely. Products for which the demand 
comes mainly from private sources must ex- 
pect a further decline in 1939, especially in 
the South of England. Products of a kind 
used largely in armament and air-raid pre- 
cautions work may expect those increasing 
demands to compensate for the decline in 
private demand. 

The Government have now announced the 
division of air-raid precautions policy into two 
parts. The short-term policy which has been 
announced aims at the rapid provision of 
sheet-steel shelters at a cost of £20 million. 
The industry mainly affected is steel, but 
there may be an incidental demand for sand, 
gravel and cement as revetment. 

As far as long-term policy is concerned, no 
announcement has been made, but legislation 
is foreshadowed giving employers the duty of 
making provision for their workpeople. Sir 
John Anderson has stated: his intention of 
consulting with all sections of the building 
industry in order to enlist their co-operation. 
The Building Industries National Council has 
already offered its assistance as the central 
organisation representative of all sections of 
the industry. 


Factory Scheme Near Birmingham. 

A scheme for the erection and equipment 
of a block of factories has been begun at 
Lea Hall, on the Coventry side of Birming- 
ham, which is estimated to cost £1,000,000. 

The plans also provide for recreational 
centres, sports fields, and canteens, with a 
garden frontage.

OBITUARY 


George Elkington, F.R.1.B.A. 

Mr. George Elkington, F.R.I.B.A., presi- 
dent of the National Building Society, has 
died at his Putney home at the age of 87. 
Born at Bermondsey (then in the County 
of Surrey) on October 1, 1851, he was the 
son of George Elkington, an architect and 
surveyor practising in the City of London. 
After being educated at King’s College 
School he began his study of architecture 
in 1869 at the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, Paris, 
whence he went, in 1871, to the architec- 
tural school at the Royal Academy. Later 
he worked at University College, London, 
under Professor T. Hayter Lewis, and 
won the Donaldson Silver Medal. He was 


elected Associate of the Royal Institute of - 


British Architects in 1881 and Fellow in 
1889. 

In partnership with hig father he was 
responsible for the design of the town 
halls of Bermondsey and Lewisham; pub- 
lic baths at Rotherhithe and Richmond; 
the Coburn School for Girls, Bow-road; 
the London Leather Market, the Leather- 
sellers’ Company’s Technical College; and 
the Anerley Congregational Church. He 
was surveyor for the Worshipful Company 
of Coopers over a period of 30 years, and 
also acted for a considerable time as sur- 
veyor, under the London Building Act, 
for Penge, until that locality ceased to be 
part of the Metropolitan area. Mr. 
Elkington was also for many years Sur- 
veyor to the Stepney and Bow Educa- 
tional Foundation. A bronze medal was 
awarded to the firm in 1889 for drawings 
submitted at the Paris Exposition of that 
year. 

The greater part of his professional 
career, however, was devoted to building 
society development as chairman of the 
National Building Society, a position he 
held for 33 years, retiring from that office 
in 1935 to become president, and he 
worked actively up to the end. During 
the period of his official connection with 
the Society it grew to a company capita- 
lised at some £36,000,000. 

Mr. Elkington had taken a considerable 
part in public affairs as President of 
Putney Conservative Association, and as 
J.P. for the County of London. He was a 
past-Master of the Worshipful Company 
of Coopers. 


Oliver Essex, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to report the death at the age 
of 83 of Mr. Oliver Essex, F.R.I.B.A., a 
Birmingham architect. The buildings 
with which Mr. Essex has been associated 
have been of a most varied character, and 
include theatres, cinemas, restaurants, in- 
surance offices, schools, branch banks, 
post offices and a number of commercial 
buildings. 

In recent years his firm, Messrs. Essex 
and Goodman, have designed a number 
of Birmingham buildings in the modern 
style, including Somerset House, Temple- 
street, and King Edward House. 

In 1883 Mr. Essex was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the R.I.B.A., and became a Fellow 
in June, 1892. He was also a member of 
the Birmingham Architectural Associa- 
tion. After beginning practice in 1883 he 
constructed ‘the Queen’s Theatre and the 
Grand Theatre, at Birmingham, and the 
New Theatre, Swansea. 

He was also responsible for the lay-out 
of a number of building estates, including 
one near Carnarvon. In 1886, Mr. Essex 
opened an office in Chancery-lane, Lon- 
don, and was engaged in several impor- 
tant schemes, notably the development of 
the Salisbury Estate, Strand, carried out 
at a cost exceeding £250,000.

Measurement of Work. 

Sir,—I obtained a quotation from a sub- 
contractor (builder’s own sub-contractor) and 
his estimate was a priced extract from the 
bill of quantities. One of the terms and 
conditions of his quotation was, ‘‘ Any provi- 
sions contained in any form of sub-contract 
signed by us which are inconsistent with 
these terms and conditions shall not apply, 
and no provision in the principal contract 
which is inconsistent with these terms and 
conditions shall have any effect upon any sub- 
contract made between you and us.” 

One of the terms and conditions of his 
quotation was that work was to be measured 
at completion in accordance with the Stana- 
ard Method of Measurement. The order was 
placed with this sub-contractor, but as the 
quantities were not in accordance with the 
Standard Method of Measurement, a stipula- 
tion was inserted in our order that the work 
was to be measured in the same manner as 
the bill of quantities. 

The sub-contractor now asserts that he is 
entitled to measure the work in accordance 
with the Standard Method of Measurement, 
but this is disputed.

[A correspondent has contributed the fol- 
lowing answer:—This is one of those 
cases which it is somewhat difficult to say 
anything useful upon without seeing the 
papers and obtaining some further informa- 
tion from querist. But I can say that it 
is clear that when querist gave the “ order ”’ 
to the sub-contractor it was not an absolute 
acceptance of the quotation or offer, but was 
in altered terms, namely, ‘‘ that the work 
was to be measured in the same manner as 
the bill of quantities.” This “order” 
became in effect a counter-offer, and was 
equivalent in law to a rejection of the original 
quotation or offer of the sub-contractor. If, 
however, as appears, the counter-offer was 
not refused by the sub-contractor, and he has 
gone on with and completed the work under 
the ‘‘order,’’ then it may well be deter- 
mined that the sub-contractor, by his con- 
duct, has impliedly and tacitly agreed the 
contract between them; and that, therefore, 
the work is to be measured in the same 
manner as the bill of quantities, that is, as 
stated in the ‘“‘ order.’’]

The setting of 
plaster is a crystalline action in which 
crystals interlock as a means of strength. 
The freezing of plaster (before and during 
the set) disintegrates the crystals, which do 
not re-form after a thaw. : oe oe

Srr,—I do not quite follow the contention 
in your reply to the above. It appears that 
if the specification says ‘‘ allow the sum of 
£10 for certain work ’”’ and that work costs

The only implication would be that if it cost 
£18 the contractor could only charge £10, 
which seems quite out of reason. Surely the 
omission of the letters P.C. merely converts 
a prime cost charge into a gross charge which 
would bear some relation to the rates upon 
which the contract is based.

IN PARLIAMENT 


The L.C.C. Sites Bill. 

Mr. H. Wrut4tams asked the Speaker 
whether he had considered the provisions of 
the London Rating of Site Values Bill, and 
whether, in view of the questions of public 
policy and the issues raised by its provisions, 
they should not more properly be embodied 
in a public rather than in a private Bill. 

Mr. H. Morrison said he wished to sub- 
mit certain considerations as to why this Bill 
should be allowed to proceed. It was a Bill 
to. provide for the rating of certain property 
—namely, land which was now not a subject 
of rating, and the object .of the promoters 
was to bring justice and relief to the general 
body of ratepayers. There were certain 
exemptions in the Bill, and it would be com- 
petent for the Committee upstairs to consider 
any representations as to further exemptions. 


The Bill was promoted by the London 
County Council. It was approved by a 
majority of the Metropolitan Borough Coun- 
cils, and had been approved by the ratepayers 
at two London County Council elections. All 
that they were asking was that the Bill should 
be considered at the hands of Parliament, 
that all the interests and the arguments 
should be heard, and that Parliament should 
then resolve upon its conclusions as to the 
Bill. 

There were precedents as to why a Bill 
of this kind should proceed. The London 
Building Acts, which restricted owners of 
property in London very seriously, had been 
dealt with by private Bill procedure. There 
was in 1926 a Newcastle Corporation Bill 
which proposed powers for town-planning 
built-up areas, which were then outside the

scope of Public Acts respecting town planning 
and obviously affected property owners within 
the city of Newcastle. That Bili was per- 
mitted to proceed and was actually enacted. 
The London County Council promoted a Bill 
affecting the green belt in London and the 
Home Counties, and notwithstanding that a 
wide area of the country and very extensive 
areas outside the Council area were involved, 
that Bill was permitted to proceed, and it 
found its place on the Statute Book. 


London rating was already exceptional in 
relation to rating in the rest of the country. 
It was a distinct code with distinct provisions 
from the rest of the country. This Bill pro- 
posed to preserve that general code. It pro- 
posed no repeal of general public Acts, and, 
indeed, all it proposed was that a new column 
should be put into the valuation list and that 
land should be brought into rating. The 
authorities for rating would remain the same 
under the Bill, and the procedure would 
remain substantially the same. It was indeed 
“7 a modification of the London Rating 
Acts. 


The Speaker said that he had given the 
fullest. consideration as to whether this Bill 
should be introduced as a private Bill or 
should be a public Bill. The Bills which had 
been allowed to proceed as private Bills had 
never raised questions other than practically 
local questions and had never sought to alter 
the whole basis of taxation by a private Bill. 
There were certainly two objections which 
induced him to form the opinion that the Bill 
had to be a public Bill. One was the magni- 
tude of the area and the multiplicity of the 
interests involved; and the second, that it 
involved interests which were much more than 
local. He had, therefore, taken a former 
Speaker’s ruling on the London Valuation and 
Assessment Act of 1895 as a precedent, and 
had come to the conclusion that since the 
present Bill raised questions of public policy 
of great importance and affected interests of 
vast magnitude, interests which were much 
more than local, the Bill ought to be intro- 
duced as a public Bill and could not be 
allowed to proceed as a private Bill.
